The Stinnes Scheme. 


The verdict of the Reparations Comhmpis- 
sion that Germany can pay the JanjWary 
and February instalments of the |} in- 
demnity attracts attention once mor to 
the affairs of the Fatherland. Yesterddy the 
Imperial Chancellor, Dr. Wirth, made a 
very frank statement in Berlin on the 
whole problem of reparations, and laid 
his Government’s cards on the table. The 
Reparations Commission spent some weeks 
in the German capital, and, according to 
Dr. Wirth, inquired into the condition 
of German credit “with remarkable 
scrutiny.’ Nevertheless, Sir Robert 
Kindersley and his colleagues confined 
their researches to the immediate question 
of the January and February. instalments. 
They have decided that these instalments 
can be paid by means of a strenuous 
effort by the German Government-; but in 
regard to the future they are silent. Dr. 
Wirth asserts that in the parleys which 
the Commission held in Berlin the main 
problem of reparations never was tonched, 
and that the Allies’ experts refused to 
discuss the request for a moratorium 
until after the payment of the next two 
instalments. There is no doubt that the 
Commission 's verdict is correct: Germany 
can pay the money which will fall due 
during the first two months of next year, 
in spite of the fact that a single Treasury 
note will cost her upwards of a thousand 
marks. That is all very well, so far as it 
goes; but it does not go far enough. The 
business interests of the world are con- 
cerned not so much with Germany’s 
capacity at any particular time to pay any 
particular instalment as with the broad 
question of her ability to discharge her 
liabilities over a period of nearly half a 
century. ) 

The German estimates were issued on 
Saturday, and prove conclusively that on 
the present basis of taxation the bank- 
ruptcy of the Republic is only a matter 
of time. The revenue from taxes 
reckoned at ninety-five billion marks.

He declares, however, that, even 
if he can find the necessary capital, suc- 
cess will be impossible unless a mora- 
forum can be secured after February. 
If France will agree to a moratorium, 
Britain is very unlikely to raise objec- 
tions; for everybody in these islands 
recognises now that Germany’s solvency is 
a sine qua non of Europe’s well-being. If 
she becomes bankrupt, there will be no in- 
demnity for anybody, and the effect will 
be the same whether the crash comes now 
or ten years hence. The Allies are not 
likely to reject Herr Stinnes’s proposals 
before they have examined them very 
thoroughly, because, until the reparations 
business is settled once and for all, there 
can be no real stability in the world.

Of the 700,000 
inhabitants of the Holy Land, 77,000 are 
Christians, 76,000 are Jews, and 590,000 
are Arabs. Arabic is the common language, 
even among the Jews. The Arabs have put 
their case before the League of Nations at 
Geneva. They demand a plebiscite of the 
whole people of Palestine before the 
British mandate is confirmed. They ask 
for powers to elect a Parliament and to 
form a national Government: They say 
that their position will be worse under 
the mandate than it was under the Turks. 
It is claimed that the Christians (who 
belong mainly to the Roman Catholic and 
Greek Churches) share the Arab point of 
view; and the Pope does not look with 
any favour on the prospect of a Jewish 
supremacy. Arab delegates are now in 
London and are trying to get from Mr. 
Churchill a definite statement of the 
British Government's intentions. It will 
be awaited with general interest. Some 
compromise between the conflicting claims 
of Jew and Arab must be reached if the 
British taxpayer is not to be saddled with 
the permanent upkeep of armed forces in 
Palestine.

Civil Service Promotion. 


A notable reform is promised in the Civil 
Service. The National Couricil for its ad- 
ministrative and legal departments has 
drafted a report which lays down rules for 
promotion by merit rather than by 
seniority. Promotion will be made on the 
reports of superior officers, who will submit 
regular returns in regard to the work and 
qualities of all their subordinates. These 
returns will be laid before the various 
promotian boards, to which the staff repre- 
sentative can furnish opinions or facts. The 
most important. feature of the scheme 1s 
its provision that, while all the reports 
will be confidential, unfavourable reports 
must communicated to the . persons 
whom they concern. This guarantee of a 
right of appeal against the possible 
prejudice or misjudgment of a superior 
officer is likely to imprdéve the moral of

GERMAN CHANCELLOR’S 
STATEMENT. 


BERLIN, Tuesday. 

In a speech to-day before the Taxation Com- 
mittee of the Reichstag, Herr Wirth, the Ger- 
man Chancellor, said that the Reparations Com- 
mission came to Berlin for the exclusive purpose 
of ascertaining what guarantees are available 
for gold payments to be made in January 
and February. 4 

.There were no negotiations, either in respect 
of the main reparations problem or<of a 
moratorium, he Reparations Commission 
farther declined to discuss the possibility of a 
moratorium if the January and February pay- 
ments were not carried out. The Commission 
inguired with remarkable scrutiny into the 
credit position of German industry, and ex- 
pressed a wish for a definite statement on the 
subject. The Commission was disappointed 
when it was told that en exact statement could 
not yet be given. 

The German Government would very shortly 
have to take up a position regarding the con- 
ditions put forward by industry. It was im- 
possible to set these conditions aside with the 
mere remark that they were political] impossi- 
bilities. The Government had helped credit 
operations in two ways—namely, by readily 
giving certain guarantees, and by sounding the 
markets of the world in regard to long-term 
credits. 


ustry might promote a long4erm 
credit operation. It might at the same time 
receive an advance which might be used for the 
gurpose of meeting the January and E 
obligations. A sbort-térm—two or three months 
credit to meet those obligations would be 
ruinous for German exchange.

DAY OF SENSATIONS. 


A FIANCEE’S STORY. 


There was more than one exciting incident in 
the Landru trial yesterday. While giving evi- 
dence, a young woman, who described herself 
as a lyric artist,-fainted, and was carried from 
the court. 

Just before the Court rose for the day medical 
experts expressed the opinion that Landru was, 
responsible. for his actions, whereupon the 
prisoner thanked them, and said that only a 
madman could have committed the crimes with 
which he was charged. 

The afternoon's sitting was the most sen 
sational hitherto owing to the presence of Mile. 
Begret, who gave evidence defending the man 
she loved. After three-quarters of an hour's 
questioning, she broke down sobbing, and then 
fainting, and she had to be carried out of court. 
Landru, too, deeply moved, was led out by gen- 
darmes. 

A thrill went round the court as Mile. Segret 
was introduced. She pave her age as 22, and, in 
a trembling voice, said that she first met 
Landru in May, 1917, in a shop. He gave his 
name as Guillet, a manufacturer, of Rocroi. 
Mile. Segret said that he had always shown 
himself respectful, and spoke only of marriage 
to ber. There wae a little break in her voice 
as shoe referred to Landru as the “ accused,” ad 
mitting that she and het mother went to sce 
the Mayor of Rocroi to test the truth of Lan- 
Gru’s assertion that he had a flourishing busi- 
ness there. The Mayor denied all knowledge of 
him. She, however, said nothing of this to. 
Landru. “TI was begimning to got used to 
him.”’

Segret 
said that on the occasion of one of her visits to 
Gambais she cooked on the stove, but found no- 
thing to excite her suspicions. | 

Medical evidence was given to the effect that 
Landru was perfectly nsible for his actions, 
although he had suffe from occasional acute 
melancholia. - According to his statements he 
had never crossed the borderland of sanity. 


Landru, when asked if he had anything to- 


say, replied:— “I have only to thank the ex- 
perts who examined me; and have testified to 
my sanity. It is evident thet only a madman 
could have committed the monstrous crimes of 
which I am accused.” (Laughter.) 

The case was further adjourned.

AQUITANIA’S LATEST 
PERFORMANCE.

The greatest ocean speed record since the 
beginning of the war has just been made by 
the Ounard liner Aquitania. During the last 
portion of her homeward voyage from New 
York which ended at Southampton on Monday 
night she attained the great speed of 26.66 
knots, equivalent to 30 land miles an hour. 

With the exceptian of the Mauretania, which 
holds the blue riband of the Atlantic, no ship 
afloat has approached within several knots of 
such a speed. 

The Mauretania, with the Berengdria 
(formerly the Imperator), is on the Tyne at 
present undergoing conversion for oil fuel burn- 
ing, and when this is completed the two ships 
will rejoin the Aquitania in the Cunard express 
service between Southampton, Cherbourg, and 
New York. © 

The service of these three gigantic vessels, 
with an aggregate tonnage of 129,000, will be 
the fastest ocean service in the world. 

It will be remembered that eighteen months 

the Aquitania was converted from coal to 
oi: bernie and since that time she has ex- 
perienced the greatest euccess of her career, 
establishing numerous new records, especially 
in regard á the numbers of gx carried. 

The Agquitania starts from Southampton on 

ber 3 on her Christmas round v » to 
New York, and will be in the Ham port 
again on December: 19.

HOTEL BOOK AS 
EVIDENCE.

In the Divorce Division, London, yesterday, 
before the President, Sir Henry Duke, a decree 
mst was granted to Kathleen Countess of 
Drogheda, of Wilton Crescent, London, who 
alleged statutory desertion and adultery by 
her husband, the Right Hon. C. Ponsonby, 
Earl of Drogheda, of Moore Abbey, Co, Kil- 
dare. The petition was undefended. 

Mr. William Bayford, K.C., and Viscount 
Erleigh appeared for the petitioner, and Sir 
H. Smith held a watching brief for the re- 
spondent. 

Mr. Bayford said that the grounds for the 
petition were non-compliance by the respondent 
with an order for restitution of conjugal rights 
that petitioner secured last May, and adultery. 
The Court might think a question of domicile 
would arise, it being an Irish title, but in fact 
the permanent home had been in London. The 
connection with Ireland waé at Moore Park, 
which the parties had visited, but that was the 
only connection, The earl had been unable 
to get rid of it because it was ‘entailed. 

Lady Drogheda gave evidence that the mar- 
riage took place on March 3rd, 1909, at St. 
Giles’ Church, Edinburgh, and they lived 
happily at Wilton Crescent, London, and had 
two children. The house had been taken be- 
fore the marriage. In September, 1920, they 
were at North Berwick, and the respondent 
returned to London, and she stayed on with 
her mother and children.

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HUNTED MAN 
FOUND. 


ATTEMPT TO END HIS 
LIFE. 


STRUGGLE WITH 
DETECTIVES. 


Edward Ernest Black, of Tregonissey, 5t. 
Anstell, Cornwall, for whom the police have 
been searching for some time, was found in a 
Liverpool hotel on Monday night. 

Black disappeared from his home three days 
before the death of his wife. Warrants had 
been issued against him on charges of having 
obtained money by false pretences. When Mrs. 
Black died her medical attendant declined to 
give a death certificate, and; with another 
doctor, made a post-mortem examination. They 
suspected the presence of arsenic, and sent por 
tion of the remains to the Home Office expert. 

Black was afterwards seen at Plymouth and 
later at Burniey, and a letter which was posted 
by him on Satarday night or on Sunday last 
was received on Monday by Mr. Kelley, a neigh- 
bour of his in Tregonissey. 

It now appears that Black had been staying 
in a hotel and cocoa rooms opposite the Central 
Police Station at Liverpool for over a week. 
When the police forced an entrance to his room 
he was in the act of cutting at his throat with 
a peouknife. 

The detectives closed with him, but he in- 
flicted a serious gash in his throat, and was re- 
moved in an ambulance. to an hospital. 

The inquest on Mrs. Black has been postponed 
to December 5th. 

The proprietress of the hotel where Black was 
arrested stated that she had a chat with him 
during Monday evening, until he wont out to get 
a drink. She then picked ap an evening paper, 
and saw the picture of the missing man, and 
thought that she recognised it as the person 
with whom she had just been conversing. 

She communicated her belief to the police 
who had a watch set. When Black returned 
her littla boy started to draw her face, and 
then the man's face. This appeared embarass- 
ing, she said, to Black, who closed his eyes when 
the boy looked up at his features. An hour later 
he was arrested. 
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MR. H. HYNDMAN. 


Mr. H. Hyndman, the veteran Socialiat, died 
yesterday in London, aged 78. He had been 
il for 10 days with pneumonia, when heart 
trouble supervened. 

Mr. Hyndman’: death (writes our London 
Correspondent) will be-a great blow to the sane 
and balanced Socialist Party. He knew the 
world, unlike most of the men who have heaped 
abuse upon him, for before he was twenty-five 
he had wandered half over Purope by himself. 

He was nearly forty when he took up what 
was to prove his life work, by founding the 
Social Democratic Federation, and in 1881 to 
1884, gó the times of Irish agitation under

Davitt, he was sasociated with the 


League and Central Executive of the Land 
League of Great Britain. 

An active opponent of the South African War, 
he frequently warned the country against the 
German menace. During the great war he

TRADE OPENINGS IN FRENCH 
MARKETS. 


The possibilities of a market in France for 
Irish oats and butter has been brought to the 
notice of the Dublin Industrial Development 
Association by Mr. L. H. Kerney, $4 Rue de la 
Toerrasae, Paris. 

He states that Messrs. Pouche, layer, and 
Staunt, 23-25 Rue Jean Jacques, usseau, 
Paris, have asked him for the names of Irish 
exporters of black cats. This firm has already 
purchased black oats from Liverpool. The p 
quoted last week for Irish oats wrs 58 francs 
per 100 kilos; the Dublin quotation on the 
same date wad from l4s. to 15s. 6d. per barrel, 
and this would be equal at that day’s rate of 


exchange to from 44 to 51 francs per 100 kilos 


at Dublin, so that the difference between the 
Dublin price and that quoted in France 
amounts to from 70 to 140 francs per ton, 
allowing for freight charges, handling, and 
vendor's profit. 

In pointing out that there ts an opportunity 
of. creating á demand for Irish butter, Mr. 
Kerney states that that commodity has been 
placed on the French market by English 
middlemen, who have also supplied large 
quazitities of Australian and Argentine butter 
of second-rate quality. Mr. Kerney asks 
whether any organisation in the sh butter 
trade could arrange to send first-claas butter, 
guaranteed by the Irish Dairy Association, on 
consignment to French importers of repute, in 
order to test the market there, and to make
